Celtic last week beat 
Real Madrid 1-0 in Di Stefano’s testimonial match 
in Madrid before a crowd of 100,000. In the next 
few weeks Celtic will play against Dukla Prague, 
Barcelona, Vasco de Gama (Brazil), Ajax Amster- 
dam, Tottenham and Anderlecht. 


US leagues may merge 


Sir Stanley Rous, the FIFA president, is 
now in America to discuss an amalgamation bet- 
ween the two feuding soccer bodies in, the States. 
It seems likely that the NPSL (breakaway pro. 
leasue) will be granted affiliation soon. The 
“rebels” are drawing poor gates, only averaging 
5,000 spectators, whereas the affiliated league, re-, 
eognized by the US Association, draws crowds 
of around 30,000 for its matches featuring top 
overseas clubs. It’s now very much on the cards 
that the 1968 US competition will be a joint 
venture. 


Inter-Milan top drawcard 


Inter Milan proved themselves the top draw- 
ecard in Italian soccer in 1966-67. Their biggest 
crowd was 63,931 against AC Milan, their smallest 
21.678. Two matches in the Italian First Division 
attracted less than 1,000 spectators during the 
season: Lecco-Venezia (600) and Venezia-AS Ro- 
ma (544). Luigi Riva, of Cagliari, was Italy’s 
top goalscorer with 23 goals. Sixty-nine players

Another French defeat 


_ The future of French national team manager 
Just Fontaine is very much in doubt after France’s 
2-4 defeat by the Soviet Union in’ Paris last

in Paris. Fontaine has been severely criticized 
for his recent team selections and tactics. Against 
the Russians, for instance, he picked six players 
from Nantes and not one from St. Etienne, the 
new French champions. According to well-inform- 


ed sources he may be sacked within a month and _ 


replaced by Albert Batteux, coach of the great 
Reims team of the 1950’s — in which Fontaine 
had himself starred.

As  United’s efficient 
motor began to miss some 
beats, the Sydney team’ 
gradually came into the 
Picture. 


With tremendous courage 
and zest, the Sydneysiders 


took the initiative and 
gamely tested  United’s 
defence. 


Manchester were defend- 


Charlton dropped back 
deep, marshalling his men 
in a style reminiscent of his 
best days. 

At this stage the match 
was a real contest without 
masters and pupils, just two 
fine teams struggling to 
gain the upper hand. 

I thought Manchester 
played every bit as well as 
in Brisbane Charlton 
gave an ,even superior per- 
formance and it was 
only in the second half that 
they took things a bit easier. 

However, the opposition 
was much stiffer than they 
could have expected — this 
Sydney team I would rate-a 
clear five goals better than 
the Queensland I saw. 

To go down only 0-3 
against such a formidable 
Opposition, even if they were 
not flat out, is highly 
creditable. 

It must also be remem- 
bered that the Sydney XI 
never had one proper train- 
ins run together, let alone 
practice matches. 

Despite this, they played 
at least as well as Australia 
against Scotland per- 
haps even better. 

Coach Joe Marston un- 
doubtedly deserves credit for 


ing stoutly and even Bobby 


one important thing: he re- 
fused to organise a tight, 
blanket defence and tuin 
the match as a spectacle. 

He correctly anticipated

He was easily United’s 
best player. 

Other visitors to catch 
the eye were the promising 
young inside-forward Brian 


Kidd, fullbacks Brennan 
and Dunne and _ stopper 
Foulkes. 


Watkiss was the pick of 
the spirited Sydney XI. 

He was the best player 
on the field after the 
interval and stood the com- 
parison with United’s world 
class array of stars. 

Hughes, Corry and 
Baartz were other local 
players who performed with 
great distinction. 

This is how we saw the 
players and referee perform: 


SYDNEY 
CORRY confounded his 
critics with a brilliant per- 
formance. Made only one 


mistake during the whole 
90 minutes. Both his hand- 


ling and clearances were 
superb. 

LINCOLN, the lion- 
hearted, fought pugnaci- 


ously and held Aston well. 
Bubbling with energy, he 
broke up many attacks and 
made a first class represen- 
tative debut. 


HILLSDON, too, came 
through the match with 
flying colors. Sydney’s most 
under-rated defender fully 
justified his overdue selec- 
tion and acquitted himself 
well against the awesome 
Best. 

HUGHES did the work 


of two men in midfield 


and also played an attack- 


ing role which twice nearly 
resulted. in goals. One of 
the best men on the field, 
he did not pale in com- 
parison with United’s stars. 
WATKISS, Australia’s 
most versatile player, was 
one of the stars of the 
match. Imperial in defence, 
he stole the thunder from 
his world-class opponents 
in the second half when he 
was the best man® on the 
field.

play as well as against 
Scotland. Obviously tired, 
he was slower than usual, 
but he still covered up well 
in midfield. 

CAMPBELL, who played 
one half, was not seen 
much, Out of his depth in 
this company, the young- 
ster, however, will be the 
ticher for the experience. 

HOLDEN, Campbell’s 
second half teplacement, 
disappointed and didn’t) 
have the steadying influ- 
ence anticipated. Far too 
slow, he held up many 
attacks, 

GILES again failed to 
tise to the occasion in big 
time football. Played better 
than against Scotland, but 
lacked enterprise. 

WARREN’S repeated 
efforts in the past few 
days caught up with him. 
Visibly weary, he was too 
static but gave a few nice 


Passes. 

BAARTZ was the best 
Australian forward. Dyn- 
amic and forceful, he 


chased every ball and wasn’t 
afraid to shoot whenever he 
had the chance. 
REYNOLDS 
promisinsly but 
herve and dash 
altercation with Crerand 
midway through the first 
half.

VAN BLERK _ replaced 
the injured Hillsdon in the 
76th minute and quickly 
integrated himself in the 
magnificent Sydney defence.

FOULKES showed up as 
a constructive purveyor of 
passes to his forwards as 
well as a rock-like pillar of 
defence. 

STILES had a 
game, but at times was 
goaded by the plucky 
Sydneysiders into some of 
his characteristic aggres- 
siveness, 

BEST fully lived up to 
his reputation. There was 
genius in everything he 
did. His dribbles were un- 
stoppable and his two goals 
had greatness stamped all 
over. Perhaps a trifle too 
individualistic in the second 
half, however. 

LAW, we regret to say, 
did not live up to his 
fame. Apart from the first 
15 minutes little was seen 
of his reputed effervescence. 

CHARLTON was rately 
seen as a striker. He played 
a deep-lying role, setting 
up many magnificent passes 
to his wingers. Disap- 
pointed only those who ex- 
pected to see more of his 
devastating shooting, 

KIDD, in the first half, 
showed why he is soon ex- 
pected to rank with the 
best in England. A force- 
ful, yet imaginative player, 
he played havoc with the 
Sydney defence and set up 
Law’s goal. Much less 
prominent after the interval, 
_ ASTON saw plenty of 
the ball. A fast, modern 
winger, he didn’t have it 
all his own way against the 
Sydney defence. 

SADLER replaced Cte- 
tand in the 55th minute 
and quickly settled down to 
a close-marking midfield 
assignment. 

Referee H. PARSONS 
didn’t have a sinecure as 
some “needle” crept into 
the game.

last week’s Manchester 
match. 


8.35: With rain sweep- 
ing down the length of the 
Showground, Law cleverly 
intercepts a poor goal kick 
by Corry, swivels to shoot, 
but is neatly dispossessed 
by the alert Watkiss. 


8.36: A minute later, his 


spring-heeled leap carries 
him above the Sydney 
defenders, but his header 
is wide. 


8.38: Sydney is desper- 
ately unlucky not to take 
a shock lead when Hughes, 
beating two defenders, hits 
the cross bar with a tre- 
mendous, right-footed drive. 


8.42: Though under some 
heavy pressure from the 
Manchester forwards, Syd- 
hey are not over-awed and 
Reynolds has Stepney 
scrambling to clear from a 
corner kick. 


8.44: Law opens Man- 
chester’s scoring with a deft 
header from Kidd’s flighted 
cross from the right wing. 


8.47: With the red- 
shirted United men now in 
full cry, Corry gratefully 
grasps a rebound from a 
close range shot by Best. 


8.50: Almost another 
goal by United as Watkiss 
clears from underneath his 
bar, with the ever-present 
Law lurking right behind 
him. 

8.53: Best, showing the 
incredible ball control which 
bedevils Sydney throughout 
the first half, hooks the 
ball high into the net from 
an almost impossible posi- 
tion.

8.57: Lincoln, ice-cool in 
his representative debut, 
dives full length to head 
clear a dangerous centre, 
Soon after he robs Law, 
much to the delight of the 
partisan crowd, »* 


9.07: Best again! With 
Sydney’s defenders flat- 
footedly looking on, he 
forces Corry into a daring 
save at his feet. 


9.09: This time Best 
makes no mistake as he 
weaves past Watkiss and 


Westwater, and crashes the 
ball into the net past the 
helpless Corry. 


9.29: Three goals up at 
half time, Manchester ease 
the pressure noticeably, and 
first Kidd. then Crerand 
are injured. Crerand leaves 


the field._ 


9.44: Watkiss, much more 
composed than some of his 
team mates, calmly clears 
the ball from his goal-line 
with Corry well beaten. 


9.46: Reynolds, put clean 
through by Giles, screws the 
ball well wide of the goal 
with only Stepney to beat. 


9.47: Warren heads 
straight into Stepney’s 
hands, then Hughes, a tiger 
in both defence and attack, 
is wide with a speculative 
shot. 

10.02: Charlton, moving 
with deceptive casualness, 
has Corry at full lensth to 
tip a thundering shot onto 
the crossbar. 

10.03: With time running 
out fast, Giles is injured 


after a clash with Law. 
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
